Morton says that while four other

positions soon, St Louls has many 
cluims on the 1953 date. He pointed 
out that in nddition to-the Loujslana 
Purchase anniversary, it is also the 
centennial of Washington University 
at- St Louis and Fulton and West- 
minster colleges in the area. 

The noted St Louls historian said 
also that army engineers will have 
completed by 1953 the $30,000,000. 
canal by-passing the Chain of Rocks 
narrows jn the  Mississippl.
